Introduction 

I began this book during the latter part of 2010 as a research project 
into the demon Sidragrosm. The concept of a demon being capable of 
making females dance naked was intriguing to say the least, yet I could find 
virtually no other information about this the entity known as Sidragrosm. 

Unless specified otherwise, the divination method I used to 
communicate with Sidragrosm was as follows: I would take my Tarot deck 
and shuffle it several times to ensure a'clean' draw. I would then lay out all 
78 cards ina fan. Using a bit of bone from a monkey skull, I would close 
my eyes and take several deep breaths. Once in a light trance, I would 
softly call out the name 'Sidragrosm' several times and request that he enter 
my body. I would then begin slowly moving my hand with the monkey 
bone piece back and forth. I relayed to Sidragrosm that he could cause the 
bone to drop at any time and on card that he wished. 

I could not help but notice that in summoning both Sidragrosm and 
Frimost, the Ace of Swords card came up repeatedly as you will notice as 
you read on. The odds of this card's multiple appearances are way beyond 
mere 'chance' or coincidence. I firmly believe that this card is important to 
both demons and may serve as a connection between them. 

Lastly, I want to remind the reader that writing this booklet has been a 
learning experience for me and, as such, some signs may have been initially 
misinterpreted or listed somewhat out of order. Like everything else in life, 
demonology is an ongoing project that evolves and expands overtime. . I 
have done my best during the proofreading stage to correct or at least 
explain any obvious contradictions. With that being said, I present now the 
evidence that I have uncovered that I believe came from the Kingdom of the 
South and the left hand path! 
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The hierarchy 
As an avid fan of the Joy Of Satan organization and website, I was able 
to deduce several aspects that applied to Sidragrosm by the chain of 
command of the Gods Of Hell. The hierarchy that leads us to Sidragrosm is 
as follows: 


Satan directs.... 
Beelzebub/Astaroth/Azazel. They are above.... 


Nebiros, who directs both 


Hael _—_Serguloth, who both direct... 


Sidragrosm 
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tarot card, candle color, metal and element 
I have listed herein Sidragrosm's Tarot card, candle color, metal and 
element based on the choices found by the Joy Of Satan ministry to 
correspond to his superiors. They are as follows: 


Tarot Card: 4 of Cups (although as I later found out, the Ace of Swords is 
also extremely important to both Sidragrosm and Frimost!) 

Candle Color: Red 

Metal: Tin 

Element: Water 


As confirmation of the above hierarchal system and choices, I asked 
him (via the Tarot cards and my monkey skull piece as a pendulum) whether 
or not it was true. The card I drew was The Lovers, so that tells me the 


above chart is right on target. 
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sidragrosm's sigil found! 

After a lengthy search for Sidragrosm's original sigil (if indeed one ever 
existed), | came up empty handed. That being said, just as we all (humans, 
demons, devils and gods alike!) have names, it is only fitting that a demon 
should have his/her own sigil. The sigil was first sketched in the early part 
of December, 2010. The meaning of it is as follows: 

The main figure, S, represents not merely the first letter of his name but 
also the winding serpent; Satan, stealth, quickness, power, a lightning bolt 
strike and agility. 

The I figure is, of course, the second letter of his name but also 
symbolizes the sly nature of Sidragrosm as one whose chief talent is to cause 
females to expose themselves! 

The D rune balances the sigil perfectly and is the rune of Sidragrosm. 
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Name pronunciation and choice of animal. 

On Sunday, December 5, 2010, after summoning and obtaining some 
necessary information from Frimost regarding a slightly different topic, I 
summoned Sidragrosm. 

I wrote out the syllables of his name on a piece of paper and asked him 
to come into my body. (Evocation) I then asked him to drop the monkey 
bone piece from my hand when it landed on the proper syllable of accent. 
His name is pronounced, Sid - Rah - Gross- Um. (The R letters in the 
second and third syllable should also be slightly rolled, Austrian style) 

When inquiring about his animal/familiar category, I drew the King Of 
Wands which displays a small lizard. 

At the end of the summoning, | asked if all was in order and drew the 
fiery and enthusiastic Knight Of Wands card. I interpret this as a "yes" 
since the Knight would necessarily be the protector of the King. 
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Friday night, December 17 - early morning 18, 2010: I performed a 
summoning ritual with the following props: Altar cloth, dagger, bell, skull, 
crucifux (i.e., an inverted black crucifix), my Book Of Shadows., the 
Enochian Keys, chalice with cloth, candle holders, black and pink pillar (the 
pink candle is for the demoness Crocell), red and blue taper candles, a small 
goat statue plus the sigils for Frimost and Sidragrosm and the following 
Tarot cards: The Eight of Rods (Crocell), The Devil (Frimost), Four Of 
Cups (Sidragrosm). Ialso laid out thea d Runes (for Frimost and 
Sidragrosm, respectively). 

I opened, conjured, wished and closed in the customary fashion (using 
Enochian Key #9 to close). I should point out that the candles flickered 
vigorously during most of the ritual. 


I summoned Sidragrosm and asked if he would help me humiliate a local 
foe. I drew the Ace of Swords which implies victory, power, fire (but in a 
controlled manner), strength and triumph in all. This is indeed a VERY 


positive sign from this treasured demon! 
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the booklet begins to come together 
Thursday, December 23, 2010: Once again, after summoning and 

conversing with Frimost, I summoned Sidragrosm. I used the Tarot deck 
and monkey bone fragment and asked him, "How are you ?" | invited him 
into my body if he wished to enter. I then asked him to drop the bone piece 
when and where he saw fit. The bone actually landed directly between two 
cards, so I picked them both and flipped them over. The cards were: The 
inverted Hermit and the inverted Five of Swords. Since the Hermit = alone 
and the Five of Swords = thievery/trickery, I will assume their inverted 
positions translate into Sidragrosm being both occupied/kept company as 
well as being honest with me. 

I then asked him, "Should I write a booklet about you 2?" and 
subsequently drew the Ace of Wands. (Peace/mystery/phallic symbol) I 
took that card as a ‘yes.’ 
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I have a local enemy who is a conniving, back stabbing bitch of 
moderately attractive looks. J asked him if he would place a black 
magic/lust curse that would lead her to become my slave for atime. I drew 
the inverted Ten of Pentacles. This card depicts a very old and sad looking 
man sitting away from the socializing that goes on to his left. Admittedly, 
this is a rather vague reference, but perhaps he is telling me that he wi// help 
me so that I won't be lonely (i.e., I will enjoy her comforts). This will 


require further and more in depth exploration as time goes on. 
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on the day, herb and incense of sidragrosm 

December 24, 2010: I again summoned Sidragrosm to ascertain his 
choices of herb, incense and day. I used the Tarot deck and the monkey 
bone once more. 

When inquiring about his day, I drew the Ace of Wands which, as a 
card representative of the number 1, would indicate Sunday, the first day of 
the week. (See below for further information about the number of choice 
and how this corresponds with the first day of the week) 

When inquiring about the herb, I first drew the Ace of Cups which 
represents giving in conjunction with the Gebo g rune *. I then drew the 


Chariot and immediately thought of the herb Civet. (CharioT / CiveT). 

I then asked about his choice of incense. I drew the Ten of Rods 
The immediate idea that came to mind is that J is the 10th letter of the 
alphabet and that Jasmine may be his incense. The next card drawn was 
The Devil, or the greatest of all Tarot cards. The third card drawn was the 
Wheel Of Fortune which is the 10th card of the major aracana. Once again, 
the letter J is brought forth. I asked if Jasmine was indeed his incense 
choice and, upon picking up the cards and before I could even attempt 
another draw, the 3 of Cups fell randomly from the deck. As that is a very 


positive and joyous card, I took it as a sign of confirmation. 
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Sidragrosm's rune and number of choice revealed! 
Monday, December 27, 2010: | performed an early morning summoning 
and was rewarded with some amazing results! I asked first, "How are you 
doing this morning ?" and, "Would you like to tell me your rune of choice at 
this time ?" and drew the Ace of Swords. I then switched to my bag of 
Runes and asked Sidragrosm to confirm his rune of choice. Previously, it 
had been the D rune, ord. Incredibly, after much searching and shuffling of 
the runes, I again drew the d rune! This confirms beyond any doubt, at 
least in my mind, that D is the rune of Sidragrosm! 

The next step was to confirm Sidragrosm's number of choice. 
Originally, I believed it to be 10 based on circumstantial evidence. This 
time, I shuffled the Tarot cards and asked him to indicate which card I 
should pick from the deck. I drew the Ace of Swords (again!), 3 of Swords 
and an inverted 9 of Rods. Again I shuffled the deck and inquired, "Is your 
number 10 or 1?" I used the monkey bone as a divination tool and drew 
the 2 of Swords and the High Priestess (#2 card in the major arcana). After 
shuffling the deck once more, I rephrased my question: "Is your number 2, 
10 or 1 ?" I then drew three cards by hand (with, I believe, the guidance of 
Sidragrosm) : The 5 of Pentacles; the Chariot (7th card in the major arcana); 
the inverted 9 of Rods. I then asked him to confirm that this is correct and 
proper and drew the 2 of Cups, a very positive sign of health, friendship and 
partnership. 

Based on the cards and their numerical designations as stated above, if 
we add 5 + 7 = 12 - 9 (as the 9 of rods was inverted), we get 3. If we then 
take from 3 the 2 (symbolized by both the 2 of Swords and the High 
Priestess), we get 3-2=1. I believe | is the number of Sidragrosm. 
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To sum up, I believe that the aspects of Sidragrosm are as follows:
